Btitntion wa:< called for itnd adopted by 
sections. It provides as followei: 

Article 1. K-ction 1. Thi^ or^auizution 
shall lie known as District u of the 
United Mino Workers of America. 

Section'..'. The objects of this union 
are to unite the mine employes of Uhio 
and ameliorate their condition by 
methods of oonoiliatioo, arbitration or 
strilxes. 

Sections. This union sliall liave jur- 
isdiction over all locals tha National Pro- 
gressive union and local aasemhlicis of 
National Distriot Assembly IX>, Kaiights 
of Labor, in the district. 

In Lynden hall in the morning none 
of tiie mine operators were present and 
the miners, of whom there were a large 
number, held a seorat cancus^and re- 
iKJiters were not admitted. President 
John B. Rue. of the United Mine work- 
em, was the preaidinK otHcer, with Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Watchoni (US scoretarr. 
The caucus was for the purpoiie of iLxiiiK 
a scale of prioea to b* preaentad to the 
operators for th«ir approval on ths joint 
conventiim. also to nx tit* nomb^ of 
hours' worlc per day, Bto. 

Later it was learnad that flie oauotis 
did not adopt a seal* to be insisted upon, 
but that tba scalsB adopted at the Na- 
tional convention in Ccdumbus, in Janu- 
ary laat, would ba presented to the oper- 
ators and their adoptioa denutnaed. 
There was a lengthy discussion and ex- 
change of views. The matter of eight 
hours as a day's labor, wliioh was m- 
dorsed at the January convention for 
Mav 1 naxt, was brought up, but no 
aooon as to wl^thar it would be insisted 
upon or not TiMoauous adjoiurned at 
noon to reassemble at i o^okiok to meat 
tlie op<'ratorr<. 

The m^ne operators also hold a catictu 
in the morning. Tha meeting was hald 
in the Neil house. There were about 
fifty or sixty operatun pr sse nt from 
Ohio and Pennsylvania, and only one 
from Illinois. Indiana was not repre- 
sented. I he policy of the operators on 
the scale question was discussed, but no 
action taken, A oomodttee of four was 
appfiinttfd from eaoh state to vote on the 
joint convention and represent the re- 
maining operators. This will make the 
vote of the oiierators iu the convention 
eight, as only Uhio and Pennsylvania 
are represented, the Ulinoia operator say- 
ing he would take no part in the con- 
veuiiou. 

A committee of four was appointed to 
call on the minors at Lydeu hall and fix 
the time for the joint meeting, and it 
was fixed at 3 p. m. 

The joint meeting of the miners of the 
United Mine Workers of America and 
operatonf was called to order in tba 
aheiiioon at 2:45 o'clock by A. Demp- 
sler, of Pittsburg. P. McBryde, acting 
as secretary for the purpose of reviving 
tha competitive dismct and agreeing 
upon the scale of wages. The operators, 
about sixty-six in all, were in the hall. 
At tlie caucus in the morning at the 
Neil house it was decided that ul would 
attend the convention, but that the vot- 
ing sliould be left to a committee of 
eight, composed of tlie following: For 
Ohio, Townsend, Morton, Chapman and 
Job; Pennsylvania, Messrs. Dampalsr, 
Bobbins, Patterson and Andrews. 

The chairman stated th* object ot^ the 
oonveutiuu. Miners reprssentins tha 
Btatas cf Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia were pres- 
ent The letters from Indiana and Il- 
linois operators, saying that they would 
not attend the convention, were read. 
After reading the letters, Mr. Dein|>ster 
said that in the absence of those oi)era- 
tors, let ( iiinMioii sense and prudence 
govern nil . i mr U('ti^ln^. 

A coininitli e <in credentiaJs was ap- 
pointed as follows: I or miners— Illinois, 
vVilliam Scailo; Indiana, J. 11.

A. r>cmp«ter, of Pittsburg, was elected 
permanent chairman; Patrick McBride 
and J. M. Uall secretaries, and Itobert 
Watchon and Frank Brooks a-ssistanto. 

The scale committee invited the Indi- 
ana, Illinois and West Virginia miners 
to have representatives on the commit- 
tee, and these were appointed: West 
Virginia, J. W. Kirk and Jeremiah 
Meade; Indiana, John Kane and James 
Anderson: Illinois, Samuel Skelton and 
James Harrison. 

The convention then adjourned for the 
day. 

One of the high officials of the United 
Mine W'oricers of America was seen and 
asked com erning the proposed scale. 
The reporter said: '•Only tne operators 
of Ohio and Pennsylvania are reprt- 

•ented in the jofnt oonTcntkm of mine 

and mine operators. What if they 
should airree to pay the scale of prices 
proroeed by the miners, and the Indiana 
and Illinois operators not being repre- 
sented rsfu Bd to adopt it? woiud there 
beaBtrlkar 

"There would," he repUod, "unless 
the Ohio and PsnnsylTania operators 
should adopt the scale, force the Indiana 
and Illinois operators to adopt the same 
•oale. We would all refuse to return to 
work in the mines until our terms are 
conceded by all. It would be the largest 
strike ever Known. We will have no 
more of this pieoMneal business. They 
will have to Mtber accqiit it all around 
or not at tSL** 

The officials stated further, to show 
the strt>ngth of the miners, that there 
are 147 dslet^ates in the oonvention, rep- 
resenting fully 1<H),0U0 organized miners, 
in tlie rniti>d States. The organization, 
the United Mine Workers, is in an ex- 
cellent shape for a conflict Nineteen 
weeks ago the Pimxaawtawney Coal 
company declared its determination to 
crush out I he union of miners, when 
they went on a strike at that time, and 
set *J,tK)O.0'>J to do the work. Word 
was received yesterday that that coin- 

Einy was compelled to go to the wall 
onday, and sold out entirely to the 
Belle, I.ewis & Yates company. The 
failure of the company shows the 
strength of the miners.

It 1. Taken Vp by the Honae and Passed. 

Tlir .1 iirl.itlatlon of Valted States 
Coarta Begulated— The Moalana Xlce- 
tloB Oaaea DIfeveeed In the Henate. 

Washington. April 18. -The hotise 
yesterday p.assed tlie naval appropria- 
tion bill, and the bill to regulate the 
jurisdiction of United States courts. 

Mr. Boutelle recalled up the naval ap- 
propriation bill, and tlie house, after re- 
jecting the amendment of the commit- 
tee of the whole striking out the three 
ovastline battle ships, p.assed the bill.

There was a bit of esciteoiant in the 
morning at the new Brotharbood base 
bell perk on Wantwrnrth evenua anl 
Tkirtr-tbird street Tha contractor se- 
earad fifteen carpantara from Tariou* 
coantrr towns within tha paat week, and 
yaataniaf morning startad them to work 
on the grand stuid. Within a short 
time a oommittee of tha strikers from 
the headquartara at Thirty-aaTantb street 
end Wabesb aranaa ware on tha ground 
. raasoning with tlie new men and en- 
daeroring to paraneda tham to quit 

Thacontraotor feared riolence, and 
eakad for police proteotion, and a squad 
ofoiBoaiB from tha Ihirty-lifth street 
atetion were aent to tha park. Tliey had 
notliing to do. however. The strikers' 
oomminae soon conrmced the new men 
that it was to thair interest to quit, and 
tha fifteen men signed tha union roll. 
All work on tha Brotherhood bull purk 
ia stopped. 

A number of tha oloakmaken em- 
nloyad by F. Siegel A Brothers at 22i 
Market atreet. quit work yesterday, on 
account of disaatisfaction with the fore- 
man. Tha firm employs several hun- 
dred parsons, many of whom are 
women. The strikers, however, were 
ell men. The firm sey the strike will 
aot impair thair busineaa. 

ludlMapolU Cnrpvuter* Strike. 

Indianapolis, Ind., April 16.— The 
atriking carpenters met at Mansur hull 
yesteroay and compared noteH u|x>n the 
situation, nume HuO being in attendance. 
It was learned that lifiueu ul' Uie union 
man were at work under contracts 
which conceded the advance, but that 
only tiiree contractors had conceded the 
tarma, and three only until work now in 
]>rogras8 could be completed. 

It was aLiO found that about fifty non- 
onion men haa been sccurud to take the 
places of the strikers, and committees 
were appointed to wait upon them and 
induce them to abandon work and join 
the union. Tha efforts of the committees 
were partially successful, aa fully one- 
half of the non-union men came to the 
hall before noon and asked to lie admit- 
ted to the union. The eff<3rt was con- 
tinued during the afternoon, but with- 
eat further success, as the non-union 
nan were receiving thirty-five cants an 
hour, and liad been promised steady 
work. 

The meeting became very much ex- 
cited during tha afternoon over a report 
that the boasas bad sent out to the t^ur- 
rounding towna, and were preimring to 
bring in a large force of non-union men. 
A committee waa at one did|>atched to 
the station with instruction to expostu- 
li^ with the new comers, and attempt 
to get them into the anion if poesible. 
The rumor, howavar, proved to be 
groundless, end tha excitement rapidly 
aubaidtid. 

The contractors are atiU firm in their 
determination not to grant the demand 
unless the unions will form some basiij, 
ef daaaifioation, and tha strike promisee 
to be e protracted one. A few of the 
contractors would like to comnromiseon 
• slight advance now and a further ad- 
vance later in the season, but this tha 
unions will not consent to under any 
Oircumstunces.
